Day By Day In Washington 


In the coming election in November, the vot- 
e*“s of California will be asked to vote on the 
changing of the Constitution repealing all taxes 
after five years, except a tax on unimproved 
land. 
The customary argum ents for the single tax 
Is that people should not he penalized for build­ 
ing houses and making im provem ents: that a 
property tax is a penalty on work, thrift and pro­ 
duction. 
A property tax is not a penalty on work, thrift 
and production. 
The property tax is a tax on 
consumption, or a tax on mismanagement. 
It 
is fair, insofar as it taxes consumption, because 
it is a tax on consumption and mismanagement. 
The one thing that is unfair about a property 
tax is that it does not tax all that is consumed. 
As an illustration: 
W hen a man builds a very 
extravagant home, or yacht, its actual value is 
much less than its cost. 
It. therefore, is put on 
a tax duplicate on the basis of its value rather 
than its cost. 
W hen a m an builds a small house, 
a. it has practically the same value as its cost. The 
<wr.aH home owner, for this reason, is paying on 
a much higher basis for w hat he consumes than 
the man w ho lives in an extravagant house. Thus, 
i.e consumes a lot of nealth on which he pa\s ru 
taxes. 
It is for this reason that a property tax 
should he supplemented with a consumption tax 
that make« the man pa\ for consum ing wealth, 
on which he pays no property tax. 
W hen a man builds a house, he does not pay 
taxes because he is building a house. 
The man 
who lives in the house pa vs taxes. 
If he lives in 
the house he builds, then he pays taxes for the 
privilege of consumption and using and appro­ 
priating to his own enjoyment and benefit, the 
energy and material used in building the house. 
If he rents the house, the renter pays for this 
privilege. 
So it is not a tax on energy or pro­ 
duction but it is a tax on consumption of energy 
and production. 
In addition to this, it is a tax on m ism anage­ 
ment. 
If a man has a valuable piece of property 
and does not operate it as well as other people 
could operate it. then he pays taxes on the value 
that the property would earn if properly m an­ 
aged. 
If he manages it too badly, he eventually 
loses the property entirely. 
It is to the advant­ 
age of society that property and wealth be in the 
hands of thu.se peonle who will make it produce
